Constant Effort Made To 


Raise Quality Of Grain, 
Longman Says 


Stressing the necessity of using 
better seed to maintain the stand- 
ard of crops, O. 8. Longman, Al- 
berta field crops commissioner, 
in an address here Friday de- 
clared that, with the progressive 
Production of certified seed, there 
was no reason why Alberta farm- 
ers should not avail themselves of 


the best in the matter of improv- 
ed seed and especially when costs 
were not a factor, Mr. Longman 
spoke in the interests of the 
“Better Seed Week.” 


In his address, he said in part: 

We are approaching the season 
the year when the farmer of 

Alberta are planning for the seed- 
ing of the 1938 crop. 


SEED IMPORTANT 


In 1937 the farmers of the prov- 
ince of Alberta seeded to wheat 
17,834,000 acres of land; to oats 
2,789,000 acres, and to barley 995,- 
000 acres. To seed these acreages 
it required @pproximately 11.000,- 
000 bushels of wheat, 5,000,000

In point of fact the Japanese are |

Immigration is 
practically shut off from other 
countries, and Japan at present is 
the only race which can send in 
merchants, business and profes- 
sional men and women and women 
for marriage without limitation 
other than the numerical 150. 

The Japanese are getting better 
treatment than those born traders 
the Jews. The barriers were 
strengthened against Jewish immi- 
gration because they would not 
stay on farms but gravitated into 
cities. The Japanese need make no 
pretence to farming. They can 
come in and start up a store in 
Vancouver or anywhere else with- 
out check, 

Is REMINDED 


The government is being re- 
minded of these things, and there 
are urgings that if the government 
intends to negotiate’ with Japan 
for a revision of the gentlemen's 
agreement the negotiations should 
start right away. 

It is significant that practically 
no representations are being made 
by the Japanese. If the Japanese 
minister has made any represent- 
ations the ministry of external af- 
fairs has nothing to say.
